In this 
connection we would like to explain that broadly phrased 
requests, such as yours, usually involve extensive and 
expensive research efforts. We would like to recommend that 
you make your requests as specific as possible in order to reduce 
the costs of these searches. Contrary to persisting myths, the 
Agency's records systems are not geared to handle such broad 
requests, and retrievals usually require a specific name, 
together with whatever identifying information can be added, © 
such as a date and place of birth, or a location and date.
